The people 
living on Forsyth street andin that Sncighborhood 
are entitled to be protected from unlawful disturbs 
ance, and you are instructed to send a sufficient 
number of officers there whenever necessary to 
arrest all disorder'y people who may be creating a 
disturbance in that neizghborheod.

YOUNG MOORE TELLS HI8 STORY OF 
THLE KILLING OF HUNT. 


Defendant’s Line Will Be to Establish the Fact 
That Hic Was Driven to Do the Deed in a Fit ot 
Desperation, Bing Maddened by Pain—The 
Attorneys Begin Their Arguments. ~*

The feature of the Moore trial yesterday 
was Muore’s statement. 

It was written out and read by the prisoner 
from the witness stand. 

He scarce raise his eyes during the recital. 

From time to time his features indicated by 
their workings that he was suffering with bit- 
ter remorse as he recalled the dark tragedy of 


that November evening. 

His voice grew husky at times, and sounded 
pitiful amid the profound silenee of the court- 
room, crowded as it was with spectators, who 


leaned forward as he read. 
The Defendant's Story. 


“My parents reside at Chicamauga. My 
father is a minister of the gospel, and all my 
life I have, under his and my mother’s direc- 
tion, endeavered to try to make a good citizen 
and make my way slong to asuccessful and 
honoralle life. 

“From my boyhood I have lived under the 
shadow of a great and tmcurable disease. 
What I have suffered no one on earth but my- 
self kvows, and with me it is utterly indes- 
crivable. It has been so great, and my torture 
has been so extreme and so greatiy drawn out 
as to appear, even to me, incurable. The dis- 
ease has laused me permanently,and greatly 
impaired the use of my leg. There is 
never a moment when I am entirely 
free from uneasiness, and almost always 
there is —s pain. Pieces of - bone 
haye worked their way out of my leg and the 
scars where they escaped are numerous. 

“Those sores sometimes close aud heal up; 
the matier reforms and discharges but the 
work of the disease goes steadily on and never 
leaves me. Usually, I have born my pain in 
silence and without complaint. Ihave rarely 
spoken of it unless I was sick enough to go to 


bed 
HUNT WAS MY FRIEND. 

“Thave known[Mr. Hunt for years. We 
were friends. It wasthe habit of Mr. Hunt 
and myself iv our intercourse to be very free 
both in Janguave and acts. Seuffles would oc- 
cur and strong language would be employed 
without the slightest intention of doing harm 
toeach other. It was no uncommon thing to 
pass the “d— lie”’ an 
no offense intended and none 
taken. ‘Threats of violence or of killing were 
often inade, and it was well understood that 
nothing but jest was intended and no atten- 
tion was paid to it. Mr. Hunt was alarge and 
Very stout men. He was fond of scufiling and 
frequently resorted to it and insisted on hay- 
ing it. 

“This was acommon and frequent thing with 
him in his intercourse, not only with me, but 
also with others. Ile was avery rough man 
in his plays and scufte. 

HOW THEY CAME TO MEET, 

“On the 1th of November last I was sick. 
Ifelt unable to goto mygvork and engaged 
Mr. Shaw totake my place, which he had 
agreed to do. 

*‘T procured some brandy to burn and use for 
somo tronbies, but had not taken any of it. I 
took the bottle to my room and never did take 
any of it. 

“IT had just had long trouble with my 
thigh and hed been suffering very much from 
it. The sore had not entirely healed, and was 
etill very tenderand sore. The least touch of 
the part would cause pain all the time whether 
there was a running sore or not. Any pressure 
on the place of the disease would cause pain 
and force applied to the part wofild cause me 
greater pain. 

**On the occassion referred to Mr. Shaw, Mr. 
Hunt, myself and others werein the room, I 
had not the slightest ill-feeling towardsany of 
them, but on the contrary as above expressed, 
the freeest intercourse and most friendly rela- 
tion existed so far as I|knew. 

‘‘] will not attempt here to give a particular 
account of what oceurred intheroom When 
he threw me on the floor I was as free from an 
unkind fecling towards him as I had ever been 
in imy life. 

BEGINNING OF THE TROUBLE. 

“He threw me down with great force, rub- 
bing or knocking the scab off of the sore. Ho 
jumped onmeé. The shock from striking the 
floor and the pressure on my diseased thigh 
caused me the most excruciating pain. 

“Tf cannot describe it. 

“T was powerless to resist him. Hechoked 
me while ] was on the floor. When he let me 
up I charged him with it and he denied it. 
When he had me on the bed he choked me so 
that part of the time I could not speak. 

‘Ho strue Ik me three differeut blows. I did 
not do in what happened then anything more 
than had often before accurred between us. 

‘Iie was uncer the influence of liquor and 
was very cruel in his abuse of me. 

“Itis not true that I sought a difculty with 
him, nor is it true that I persisted in trying to 
have it. 

“l went to my trunk to get a dry collar and 
enffs, and J gotthem. Ithink I set them on 
the burcau. 


Ht MLAMES SHAW. 

“Shaw, from the beginning, had beer active 
in bringing on and continuing the seafte. At 
the time I left the room they were laughing at 
me. 

“] went tothe head of the stairs and ina 
moment turned to go back. Iwas out but 
afew moments. I went back into the room 
almost tothe middie of it, and not far from the 
corner of the bed, and there I met him. 

‘*ttis face was tow ards the door. I was going 
towards the bureau and he was coming from 
that direction. W hen we were near together 
he threw up his hand in a striking attitute, as 
iftestrike me. IJ believed that was his pur- 
pose, and withcut reflection the knife was 
pushed straight forward and the wound in- 
tiicted. 

| PASSION, 

“T was mn) pain and the in- 
finerce of >€ blows. Iwas not 
at imysell. J] did Not know or realize what I 
was doing. [donot know when I opened the 
pocket knife. I had no lite watery to kill him, 
and wonld not for a world have done it inten- 
tionaliy, 

The Defense. 

The line of the defense was made clear yes- 
terday. 

It wasto show that the crime was commit-- 
ted aiter the defendant had suffered injuries 
atthe hands of his antagonist, and that the 
killing was dene wiile bis mind was in a state 
of frenzy from physical pain and natural re- 
sentment. 

Mr. Dohme testified to having seen finger 
prints and nail incentations on the throat of 
the defendant on the morning after the killing 

The testimony of Mr. R. W. Cepeland.as to 
Moore having called Hunt a ‘dd liar’ 
several nights before, at the same place, while 
in a scuffle, was not admitted, as was the simi- 
lar testimon v of Mr. John G. Wood. 

1S TO WIS DISRASR, 

Dr. W. T. JNackiord testitied as te Moore's 
chronic trouble, and he said that Moere’s con- 
stitution had been undermined by this necro- 
sis of the bone, and that it had appeared on 
his arms at different times, causing excoria- 
tion of the bene. 

He thought that the pain was so exquisite as

TARE IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Many Improvements to the Lines of the At- 
laita Street Railroads, Spoken of in Sunday's 
Payer, Have Been Finally Decided Upon and 
Work Will be Commenced at Once—The Line 
to the Exposition. 


Rapid transit for Atlanta—north, south, east 

and west. 

tapid transit and cheap travel—that is what 
the Atltanta Street Railway compady intends 
to furnish to its patrons. 

The arrangements for this sofar as Peach- 
tree, Marictta, Decatur and Whitehall streets 
are concerned have been completed. The 
only thing as yet undecided is the power to be 
used beyond Kimball street and Ponce de 
Leon Circle to the Piedmont Exposition 
grounds. 

In Sunday’s 
ments contemplated were mentioned. 
are, briefly stated: 

To donble-track Peachtree from Kimball 
street to Pryor. 

To build on Pryor street to Wheat, there 
joining the Gate City lines, Lwhich now form 
a part of this system: by this line to Edgewood 
avenue and to Peachtree by the artesian well. 

Torun one line of cars from Kimball street 
through Peachtree to the artesian well; up 
Marietta to Broad, and by Broad and Alabama 
to Whitehall as far as McDaniel street. 

Torun asimilar line from the Exposition 
mills on Marietta street to to the boulevard on 
On both of these through 
lines, five minute schedules will be in force. 

The fare from any point on any one of the 
company’s lines to any other point reached by 
the company will be five cents. Eleven tick- 
ets will be sold for fifty cents. 

At the artesian well a central transfer sta- 
tion will be built with a convenient waiting 
room for the accommodation of passengers 
making transfers. A transfer agent will be 
On han at all times. 

These, in brief, are the improvements as al- 
ready determined upon, It will probably be 
some days before plans are perfected for the 
exposition line. 

“We have not yet determined whether we 
will run a dummy line from Kimball street to 
the exposition and back by Calhoufi street and 
Ponce de Leon circle,’’ said Mr. Ed Peters, in 
discussing the situation yesterday, ‘“‘or whether 
electricity will be the motive power. We have 
propositions for both, and are considering the 
matter now. Whatever we do, you may be 
sure we will be in good shape to handle the 
exposition crowds.”
